OBSERVATION: 


While responding to a “call for service” at 6745 Hollywood Boulevard 
(Starbucks), we observed a Male, White, Adult (later identified by his valid 
California Identification Card as S/ Rector, Christopher John DOB: 10/04/1977) 
seated on the North sidewalk curb of Hollywood Boulevard, just West of 
McCadden Place. We saw Rector had a black plastic bag with what appeared to 
be a partially exposed alcoholic beverage container. Believing Rector may have 
an alcoholic beverage, we began to monitor Rector’s activity. Rector then 
turned around and grabbed the black plastic bag containing the unknown 
aluminum container and placed it on his lips / mouth and tilted his head back, 
taking a long drink from it. After Rector drank from the container, he throw it in 
the trash can behind him. 


We then made contact with Rector to determine, if the aluminum can was 
indeed an alcoholic beverage. As we were approaching Rector, | (Officer Trujillo) 
took a look in the trash can and observed a black plastic bag with an aluminum 
“Budweiser” brand beer can. | also noticed that there was no other item(s) in 
the trash can that resemble the same item that Rector dispose of. The 
aluminum can of “Budweiser” was completely empty and was cold to the touch. 


ARREST 


ARREST: 


We advised Rector that we were placing him under “Private Person’s Arrest”, as 
per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / see 
attached for) for 41.27 (c) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking In Public). 


We took a photograph of Rector and the plastic bag with the “Budweiser” can 
and attached it to this report. 


A short time later, BID Officer(s) Sewell and Watkins responded to our location 
for transportation. Anderson then escorted Rector to the patrol car and sat 
Rector in to the passenger rear seat, adjusting and seat belting him in. 


ADDITIONAL: 
Rector had no prior arrest and or contacts by BID Officers. 
CITE and RELEASE: 


Sewell and Watkins then transported Rector to the Hollywood “Stop In / Sub 
Station” Center of the Los Angeles Police Department at the Hollywood and 
Highland Center. 


Rector’s identification was then confirmed by LAPD - Hollywood Patrol Officer 
Piamonte (#39413), via C.L.E.T.S. (California Law Enforcement 
Telecommunication). Rector was issued a “Release From Custody citation 
(RFC# D14302) for the listed violation and was ordered to appear at the 
Metropolitan Court House, 1945 South Hill Street, Los Angeles, 90007, on 
02/14/2014, at 0830 Hours with the approval of the Watch Commander 
Lieutenant Valois. 


EVIDENCE: 


The “Budweiser” can was disposed at the Sub Station.
